Fifty Years 


MAY THE FORECAST COME 
TRUE 

For several very practical reasons it is to be 
hoped that the prediction of a balanced Dominion 
budget at the end of the present fiscal year will 
be fulfilled. 

That would, of course, automatically dispel 
the menace of any further increases in taxation 
to make ends meet; an expedient to which the 
present Minister of Finance was unwillingly 
driven when he found expenditure out-running 
income by $150,000,000 a year. A balanced bud- 
get might even result in some immediate reduc- 
tions in the levies, to which the public would be 
by no means averse, 

It would also stop the deadly growth of the 
national debt, and of the annual interest bill, 
which now absorbs more than one-quarter of 
the national revenue. 


Not least among the incidental benefits, a bal- 
ancing of the accounts would stop the clamor of 
that busy school of propagandists who have been 
proclaiming that the only way to save the coun- 
try from bankruptcy was to scuttle the National 
Railway system. Or at least compel them to find 
some other excuse for the proposed sabotage. 

A balanced budget would mark the recovery 
of the Dominion finances from the depression 
slump, and would thereby make possible an at- 
tack upon the unemployment problem in ways 
hitherto not practicable without pilipg up debt. 

To absorb the remaining idle supply of labor 
the country needs a program of public works 
projects. But when this has been proposed the 
standing reply was that the country couldn't af- 
ford it; already it was struggling to meet annual- 
ly recurring deficits. 

There is also needed a reduction in the quali- 
fying age for old age pensions. Cruel as it is, 
men over sixty years of age who are without 
employment have little hope of ever getting 
steady work again. But, when it has been pro- 
posed to reduce the pension age and thus retire 
these from the relief rolls, the standing reply was 
that the money was not available. 

These two things are more important than 
even a reduction in When the time 
comes that revenue outruns expenditure it will 
no longer be possible to argue that public works 
and pensions for those over sixty are financially 
impossible propositions.

Passing Show 


By J.S. COWPER 


Two “strong men” are heading the forces of 
Japan and China, now clashing in an undeclared 
war that threatens to embroil the nations of both 
hemispheres. Both are under fifty years of age 
and have absorbed Occidental ideas. 

The premier of Japan, Prince Fumimaro 
Konoye at 45 is the youngest but one of all 
Japan's premiers. He is the first premier to take 
office without having had previous cabinet ex- 
perience. The Fugiwara family, from which he 
is descended, has been a close adviser of the 
emperor for centuries. Prince Konoye was on 
the staff of Prince Saionji, last of the Elder 
Statesmen, when that high official attended the 
Versailles Conference. He visited America three 
years ago, and has been a member of the 
Japanese House of Peers for the past fifteen 
years. 

Konoye has followed the Rooseveltian tech- 
nique of direct and simple appeals to his people 
over the radio. He is a sufferer from insommia— 
a distressing ailment at a time like the present. 

His Chinese protagonist, Chiang Kai-Shek, is 
slightly older. He comes of a substantial middle- 
class family and has been a soldier since he was 
18. Four years of his military training were spent 
at the Tokyo Military Academy. 

Chiang is a republican. He took a prominent 
part as military aide to Dr, Sun Yat Sen in driving 
out the last of the Manchu emperors. Dr. Sun Yat 
Sen, after he became president, sent his former 
secretary and military aide to Russia to study 
the Soviet army schools. On his return Chiang 
became head of the Whampoa Military Academy. 


A generous donor to the Republican cause 
from a fortune he amassed in dealing in foreign 
exchange, Chiang has married into the Soong 
family of wealthy Chinese bankers into which 
Dr. Sun Yat Sen had previously married. Chiange’s 
wife, Mei-Ling Soong, is a graduate of Wellesley 
College, and serves as his link with Western 
culture. 

Chiang has been opposed to Communism. 
Some months ago was kidnapped by one of his 
generals who professed anger that Chiang did not 
oppose Japan. When Chiang’s wife visited 
Chiang’s captor, the erring general surrendered 
his prisoner, made abject apology and requested 
punishment. He was sentenced and released; then 
restored to his command. Recent events suggest 
that Chiang convinced his captor of the wisdom 
of Fabian tactics, and that some sort of agreement 
was reached between the Chinese republican 
marshal and his Chinese communist general. 

Wealthy, able, diplomatic and secretive, 
Chiang is said to be keen-minded and ruthless 
when necessary. An English general, himself a 
et in handling men, says he only 
met two men before whose eyes he quailed—the 
late Lord Kitchener and Chiang Kai-Shek.

What are the chances of China in this ruthless 
war that has been forced upon her by Japanese 
ambition to become master of North Chir: An 
American professor of economics and political 
science who was born in Japan, and has served 
for several years as an editor in Peiping and as 
a member of the faculty of the National Uni- 
versity in the Chinese capital—Professor Grover 
Clark of Denver University, Colorado—says that 
China will win, but that it will be a long and a 
bloody struggle. 

“We know over there,” he says, “that a show- 
down between China and Japan was inevitable. 
Delay was to the advantage of China, and so its 
government and people submitted to insult, hu- 
miliation and all sorts of impudent challenges.

EUROPE SCANS THE FUTURE 
By Dr. Donald M, Marvin, Economist of the Royal 
Bank of Canada—Who Has Returned From 
An Extended Visit to Europe. 


From a European viewpoint the outstanding 
factors likely to have determinant influence upon 
the immediate trend of world business are the 
rearmament of Great Britain and the continued 
progress of recovery in the United States. British 
rearmament has brought hope that an interval of 
peace will afford an opportunity to continue re- 


construction. Continued expansion of business 
in the United States, accompanied by a moderate 
reduction in tariffs, is releasing new purchasing 
power and constitutes a positive stimulus making 
for further improvement. In spite of the situa- 
tion in Spain, in spite of labor troubles in France, 
and in the face of a fairly widespread fear of 
war, progress is being achieved. Both politically 
and economically the general outlook seems in- 
creasingly favorable. 

In no European country, no matter what the 
form of government, is the sentiment of the gen- 
eral public favorable to war. In a degree un- 
known on this side of the Atlantic the desire for 
peace is a passion with the public in every part 
of Europe. It is a subject closer to the hearts of 
the general public in Europe than it is in North 
America because of the pervasive fear that neigh- 
boring countries will make peace impossible. 
Understanding of the almost intolerable economic 
conditions prevailing in neighboring countries 
creates the fear that such conditions will become 
so bad that war will be inevitable. In a number 
of European countries standards of living are at 
a minimum, further repression is dangerous and 
any reversal of the present upward trend would 
be politically dangerous. Yet, fear leads to 
illogical actions, it leads countries into acts of 
repression or aggression, which make them bad 
neighbors. Fear is of itself dangerougz and de- 
structive. 

In over-populated Europe good land is scarce 
and per capita natural resourtes are limited and 
they are, therefore, more precious than in coun- 
tries less seriously over-populated. Again and 
again armies of neighboring countries have 
swept over the land, sparing neither homes, 
shrines, nor works of art. Countrysides more 
carefully tended than any on this side of the At- 
lantic have been repeatedly devastated. Tradi- 
tions of destruction are a living part of daily 
existence. Years of patient toil can never serve 
to rebuild or replace the precious shrines pre- 
viously destroyed. 

It is against this background that rearmament 
in Great Britain takes on a new aspect not fully 
understood on this side of the Atlantic. Through- 
out Europe there is fairly general recognition that 
the prime objective of Great Britain is the main- 
tenance of peace and the perpetuation of those 
conditions most favorable to international trade. 
With some reservations on the part of those who 
may be temporarily in opposition to some of the 
immediate aims of British policies, the rearma- 
ment of Great Britain is accepted as an indication 
that any action tending to upset the peace of 
Europe will be effectively opposed. Most of 
Europe breathes easier because recent diplomatic 
messages from London have that firm note of a 
country which is no longer uncertain. Clear 
courage and decisive action are indicative of a 
leadership which will quell panic and restore 
confidence. 

The pessimistic view of European affairs in- 
sists that prosperity in Great Britain is at a 
maximum and that no further positive stimulus 
can be anticipated from this source. It is argued 
that expenditure upon armaments gives employ- 
ment but creates no assets to offset the resulting 
indebtedness. It is contended that rearmament 
can never be the basis of sound recovery. This 
view sees no expectation of further recovery and 
fears that with rearmament plans completed, a 
relapse must follow. The effect of such a relapse 
is pictured as chaos, 

Individual national armament programs, how- 
ever, are not likely to lapse quickly and fear is 
far too general for co-operative disarmament. 
The manufacture of durable assets would increase 
the real wealth of the world, while the manufac- 
ture of armaments is both wasteful and danger- 
ous. It is undoubtedly inflationary, since such 
expenditures are on the basis of national deficits, 
In terms of pounds, francs, marks or dollars, debts 
are rapidiy increasing but the weight of that 
debt load is being offset by the increase in world 
prices. 

Those who fear the immediate economic con- 
sequences rearmament are likely to forget 
that such expenditures have already raised the 
price of raw materials to a point which has given 
increased power to the countries which are so 
fortunate as to be able to export raw materials 
and are not themselves engaged in armament 
competition. Internationally, it hag brought about 
a redistribution of purchasing power. In the 
countries more directly concerned the social 
changes incidental] to the creation of a heavy 
volume of debt have been both good and bad. 
Unemployment has decreased and expenditures 
upon various types of relief have declined. In 
several! instances the middle-class has been im- 
poverished, but new middle-classes are being 
created. The extreme economic and social dis- 
tortions resulting from the heavy increase in debt 
are changing the social outlook, but world pro- 
duction as a whole has not been vitally affected. 

Long delay in constructing new plants and 
in the installation of new machinery has made 
the need for such goods the more acute. The 
absolute need for more equipment is becoming 
sufficiently obvious so that with any restoration 
of international political stability, world pro- 
duction must be maintained at high levels to 
satisfy these needs. The situation thus portrayed 
is not deflationary. There are no fundamental 
factors now in operation which are likely to pro- 
duce a decline in demand for goods, # decline in 
profits, or a decline in prices. The real danger 
is that of inflation getting out of hand; there is 
no obvious basis for the fear of an immediate 
deflation. This particular fear, however, has 
played no sma!! part in recent months in Europe, 
but it is hard to justify a fear of deflation in a 
world where the need of goods is as great as it is 
at present 

In these circumstances, then, the course of 
recovery in the United States assumes an import 
no less than that of the rearmament of Great 
Britain. As expansion and increasing prosperity 
in Great Britain released purchasing power which 
gave the first reverse to the downward cycle of 
world deflation, the positive effect of the increase 
of prosperity in the United States wil) be to add 
further new increments to world purchasing

habits are incorrect diet, lack of 
sunshine, insufficient sleep, and 
cohstipation, They are perfectly 
simple causes which are not my- 
sterious in any way. 


When we remove the cause by 


correcting the diet, encouraging 
the patient to secure plenty of sun- 
shine and sleep, and by establishing 
| regularity of intestinal function, we 
find that the tonsils will gradually 
reduce in size without any other 
measures generally - being necess- 
ary 


When the most rapid response is 


desired, it is a good plan to place 
the patient on a short fast. This will 
have the good effect of removing 
waste material which has already | 
| accumulated, thus purifying and 
cleansing the bloodstream The 
tonsils will thereafter be bathed in 
a clean flow of blood and will 
promptly decrease in size in the 
average case.

DIGEST OF TOLSTOI'S WAR AND PEACE --ty Winston Church 


(Translated by Constance Garnett) 

HIS tremendous novel, in its union of 
complexity with compactness, in the 
scale of the events and the grandeur of 
the issues which it sets forth, in the 
vividness with which it portrays the 
manners and the modes of feeling of a 
past epoch, and in the pullulation of in- 
numerable human beings whom it dis- 
playr in the essence of their outer and 
inner lives, is the greatest microcosm in 
literature. 

Such a book cannot be summarized with any ade- 
quacy: it is impossible to do more than single Out the 
principal characters and groups, follow the most im- 
portant chains of incident, and hint at the chief lines 
of thought. 

The story begins in 1805, when the Czar Alexander 
is on the point of declaring war against Napoleon: and 
the leading characters émerge gradually from an elabo- 
rate background of high society in Petersburg and Mos- 
cow. Unlike most reformers, Tolstoi had in his unre- 
generate days acquired a complete knowledge from 
inside of the world which he desired later to reform, 
and his presentment of it has an atmosphere which is 
denied to the random and uninstructed satirist. A sur- 
face of good breeding veils and controls the jea/ousies 
and animosities, the little meanesses and selfish ambi- 
tions which are working beneath, and 
makes high comedy of a squalid scene, 
Nor is the picture too one-sided, for fine 
qualities and noble aspirations are al- 
lowed to play their part. 
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the Russian Council of War before Ausierlitz, on which 
Tolstoi expends all his irony, 

The morning of Austerlitz dawns in dense fog, 
through which the Russian infantry of the left flank 
march in the direction where they suppose the French 
to be. They are held up by an obstacle which they 
cannot see or comprehend, It is the Austrian cavalry, 
who have been suddenly ordered to reinforce the left 
flank, riding across their line of march. When the cav- 
alry has passed, the infantry, confused and discouraged, 
resume their march toward an enemy who is not there. 
Napoleon, confident of success on the anniversary of 
his coronation, has penetrated to the center of the Rus- 
sian position on Pratzen Hill. Kutusov, when the fog 
lifts, realizes as he had feared that the Frerch, whom 
he had been assured were far away, are in fact upon 
him. He is wounded in the cheek. Andrey seizes the 
flag which falls from the hands of a wounded lieuten- 
ant and is running forward with it toward a Russian 
battalion when he falls, 

Early in the morning Prince Bagration, in command 
of the right flank, had sent Nikolay (who has recovered 
from his wound) to ask Kutusov or the Czar for 
structions, and we now see the battle through his eves. 
After a narrow escape from being carried along in the 
famous charge of the Russian horseguards, he cames 
upon scenes of terrible confusion, the Russians and the 
Austrians firing upon each other. Then to his astonish- 
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unknown to all, is making progress towards the fulfill- 
ment of his ideals, which, with characteristic tidiness, 
he tabulates in a prayer: ‘Great God, help me to walk 
in thy paths; (1) to flee anger by gentleness and delib- 
eration; (2) to flee lust by self-restraint and loathing; 
(8) to escape from the turmoil of the world without cut- 
ting myself off from: (a) tbe duties of tmy political 
work, (b) the cares of my household, (c) relations with 
my friends and (d) the management of my finances.’

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Napoleon Campaigns 


Napoleon is beginning his invasion of Russia, and 
here Tolstoi gives us a first taste of his celebrated theories 
of war and history. Men are conscious of free will; but 
the course of events is decided by the unconscious com- 
pulsion of the great and mysterious laws of history, which 
cannot be apprehended until when long afterward the 
results of their operation can be seen in perspective. 
“Great men and the genius of individuals have nothing 
to do with them. To think that they have, is to think that 
it is noon because the clock-hands point to twelve.” 

The summary must now become briefer than ever. 
On the Rostov front: Natasha's illness has become so grave 
that her family has forgotten its reprobation of her be- 
havior in anxiety for her life. She gradually recovers, 
but is still listless and miserable. She has a visit from 
Pierre, in which she tells him what he has meant to her, 
and asks if Andrey will ever forgive her. Fearing the 
strength of his feelings for her, he resolves not to see her 
again, and in his lonely unease betakes himself to the 
oddest track along which his questing mind has led him, 
a study of the Apocalypse, in which he tries by manipu- 
lating the Number of the Beast to convince himself that 
he is destined to save Russia by assassinating Napoleon. 
When this resource fails him, he throws his energies and 
his fortune into the task of raising a regiment. 


Nikolay Meets Mary 


Nikolay has given himself heart and soul to his mili- 
tary 


duties, and has won the Cross of St. George and a 
alion in his first battle; but he has been seized with 
range humanitarian qualms on finding that he has had 
a narrow escape from killing a_ pitiful young French 
officer. He is sent to the rescue of a country house, which 
turns out to be Bleak Hills, where old Prince Bolkonsky 
has just died and Marya is vainly trying to cope with dis- 
turbances among her peasants. Nikolay restores the situa- 
tion, and he and Marya, who have met for the first time, 
fall in love, but he has to leave her without coming to the 
point, 

Andrey has overcome his prejudice against fighting 
and has rejoined the army, mainly in the hope of finding 
Anatole and taking his revenge; and when this fails he 
becomes engrossed in the processes of the war. But 
Andrey is sickened with what we should now call “brass- 
hats,” and gets leave to rejoin his regiment. A chance 


mecting with Natasha's old suitor Denisev moves him te 
nostalgia for the time when he loved her. 

There are digressions in which Tolstoi elaborates and 
illustrates his theory of history, Could there be a stronger 
case for it than the course of this invasion? Napoleon's 
penetration into the heart of Russia too late in the year 
together with the hatfted he aroused by burning the towns 
was the only thing that could have defeated him; yet this 
was what he fought for and the Russians against. Napoleon 
succeeded in his aim, and was ruined; the Russians failed 
in theirs, and were saved. Consider by what strange 
means a pitched battle, which the Russians desired and 
which would have been fatal to them, was postponed by 
the mysterious powers of fate. The Czar accompanied 
his army in order to excite its ardor, but the only result 
of his presence was vacillation and confusion which 
brought about a retreat. Bagration would not join forces 
with Barclay because he would have had to serve under 
his junior, and because these two were at loggerheads. 
Smolensk was abandoned and burnt, which seemed a great 
disaster; but the result was that the retiring Russians, 
burning with increased hatred for the French, lured Napo- 
leon on to his doom. And when af last battle came, at 
Borodino, each commander, as Tolstoi lengthily contends, 
took risks which can only be called insane; yet both took 
them. Why, if not because the powers which make history 
willed it so? 


Eve Of Battle 


On the eve of the battle Pierre, who is present as a 
civilian, rides round the prospective battlefield. He finds 
Andrey, who after making all his arrangements for next 
day is meditating in presentiment of death—“seeing all the 
magic-lantern of his life in the cold white daylight of a 
clear view of death.” How futile it all was, and tomorrow 
most likely would be the end. He tells Pierre that success 
never depends on arms or numbers, least of all on position, 
but solely on the feeling that animates or depresses the 
soldiers. Whatever happens, the Russians will win to- 
morrow. He would take no prisoners; the French are 
outraging him and his country, and ought to be put to 
death. War is not a polite recreation, but the vilest thing 
in life; we ought not to play at war. Pierre agrees with 
shining eyes. When he goes away, Andrey cannot get to 
sleep. He remembers Natasha, and “that spiritual force, 
that sincerity, that openness of soul, the very soul of her, 
which seemed bound up with her body": and the thought 
that the man who wrecked all this is still alive and happy 
fills him with deadly hatred.

E old school reader may not have been a treasure-house of literary 

gems, but it had one advantage over other publications of its day. 
It was read, and remembered. It came to us at a time when our young 
minds were not surfeited with comic strips, or Mickey Mouse, or Silly 
Symphonies, and its stories registered.
